The United Church General Council in confer- 
| ence assembled has decided not to approve the 
marrage of any divorced person. 

| Like the farmer who was asked his view of 
| woman suffrage, and replied “I believe in woman 
} 


suffrage, darn ‘em; let ‘em suffer, says 1,” the con- 
| ference adopts the view that the mismated should 

continue in their suffering. It wourd refuse them 

a second chance for happiness, reversing the view 

of the resolution committee which submitted a 

humane resolution favoring the marriage of 
| divorced persons. 

This narrow view, based on rigid Biblical inter- 
pretation, is all the more surprising for the fact 
that the Council voted to allow women to serve as 
elders. In this way they recognized the principle 
that commonsense and the changing state of society 
over-rides the rigid dictum of the scrpitures which 
says: “Let women learn in silence with all subjec- 
tion. I suffer not a woman to teach, nor to usurp 
authority over the man, but to be in silence. For 
Adam was first formed, then Eve.” 

Women, who form the large majority of active 
church workers, by their instinct for devotion, 
singleness of aim, expository gifts and general 
propriety of life, seem admirably fitted for church 
office in these days of female emanciption. It is 
surprising that the same generous view which the 
Council took toward women as elders did not apply 
to the Council's dictum on divorce.

Always, one fears, these harsh dicta against the 
unfortunate in the marriage lottery, are made by 
those who happily do not come under the penalty. 
If the estimable members of the Council were tied 
to naggers, termagents, brawlers, poison-pen wield- 
ers, or discontents, or their daughters to drunkards, 
wife-beaters, wastrels, criminals, hop-heads, men 
diseased in body and mind, from whose sewer-like 
lips filth drips, they would probably have shown 
their exegetical skill to interpret the scripture to 
favor divorce. 

Truth is that the Bible and the Church Councils 
are not such absolute oracles on marriage as is 
commonly assumed. Polygamy is Biblical. Even 
in the new Testament there is no line that forbids 
polygamy, except to bishops. Paul's injunction 
that “A bishop must be the husband of one wife” 
according to our modes of present day legal inter- 
pretation—that accepts the exception as proving 
the rule—would be regarded as holding polygamy 
allowable to all but bishops

our civil law for monogamy 
roots in the economic order 
than in Scripture. Otherwise, how could that 
Church Congress of Franconia at the close of the 
Thirty Years War have passed its resolution for- 
bidding men under sixty from entering the monas- 
tries and adding: 
“Moreover, every male shall be allowed to

from the pulpit also, to so comport themselves 
in this matter; and care shall be taken that he 
shall fu and with becoming discretion dili- 
gently endeavor, so that, as a married man, to 
whom is granted that he take two wives, he not 
only take proper care of both wives, but avoid 
all misunderstanding among them.”
